New Delhi, the 23 rd February, 1966 

S.O. 610 . — In pursuance of sub-section (2) of section 9 of the 
Delimitation Commission Act, 1962 (61 of 1962) as applied by sec- 
tion 43 of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 
1963), the Delimitation Commission hereby publishes its proposals 
for the division of the Union Territory of Manipur into 2 single- 
member parliamentary constituencies and 30 single member 
assembly constituencies and for the delimitation thereof and 
specifies the 20th March, 1966 as the date on or after which the 
proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in iega.nl to these proposals 
should reach the .Secretary of the Delimitation Commission, Tab 
katora Road, New Delhi-i, before the said date. It will facilitate 
prompt consideration if they are in English. 
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Proposals 

1. The territorial constituencies into which the Union Terri- 
tory of Manipur shall be divided for the purpose of elections to (a) 
the Legislative Assembly of the Union Territory and (b) the 
House of the People and the extent of each constituency and the 
constituencies which are reserved for the Scheduled Tribes, shall 
be as shown in Table A and Table B, respectively. 

2. Where the name of a constituency as shown in the Tables 
is distinguished by the brackets and letters "(ST)", the seat in that 
constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Tribes.

Keinou’. It is suggested that the name would be more appropriate if 
the same is changed as ‘Yoiname-Nambol’, 
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3. The two villages namely Ngaikhong Khullen and Toubal which 
are proposed for exclusion should not be excluded from the existing 
Constituency of ‘Nambol-Keinou’. These two village^ are in contiguity 
with the other villages in the constituency. If the two villages are to 
be excluded the population is reduced to 22,656 whereas the population 
of the neighbour constituency namely Bishenpur is being increased to 
27,178. Therefore, the said villages, Ngaikhong Khullen and Toubal 
village .should not be excluded from ‘Nambol’ constituency. ,

Some .villages from Thanlon Constituency should- be included in Jiri* 
bam Constituency and raise the: population to at least to 25,000 
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While population is an important factor in demarcating constituencies 
other factors namely, natural boundry, contiguity of areas, existing 
boundry of the valley and the Hill areas, existing administrative devi- 
sions more or less on the basis of compact location of different tribes etc. 
etc. should not be ignored. 

Ignoring such facts will inevitably bring about a number of complica- 
tions and people in particular the tribals may resist it in manners not 
wanted by any in the country.
